The third supplemental response to Office action mailed on April 30, 2009 and 
filed on 10/21/2009 is acknowledged. This response has been entered and the three 
previous responses have not been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

None of the prior art of record disclose or suggest a method of at least treating or 
preventing at least one light responsive disorder in at least one mammal, said method 
comprising the steps as claimed. The examiner agrees with the remarks filed in the 
above referenced response that the Searfoss et al. reference teaches employing a 
spectral composition that is individually determined based on subjective responses of 
the specific human being treated, namely inducing a nominally homeostatic state as a 
direct result of the exposure of the individual's eyes to the selected electromagnetic 
energy pattern. The conclusion revealed that substantially monochromatic green light 
(510-575 nm) was preferred.
